STATE WILL CUT 
CHICAGO’S FUND | 
FOR ANTITOXINS 


Dr. C. St. Clair Drake, director of 
public heaith fer Illinois, yesterday 
accused the health department of lax 
methods in handling antitoxin fur- 
nished the city by the state, and re- 
fused to furnish more out of the pres- 
ent state fund. He wrote to the 
finance committe of the city council | 
after Health Commissioner John Dill 
Robertson had requested more state 
ald. .'. 

‘Several days ago, Dr. Robertson } 
asked the finance committee for an 
emergency appropriation of $2,500 for 
antitoxin, asserting that the state fund 
had been exhausted. The committee 
directed the health commissioner to 
make another request. 

Dr. Drake said that the city already 
had overdrawn its share of antitoxin. 
The cost of antitoxin which the city 
used in 1917 waS $19,743, «> 49 per cent 
of the fund appropriated bythe state 
legislature. According to Dr. Drake, 
Chicago should have had Only 40° jj... 
cent of the fund. 

In his letter to the finance commit- | 
tee, Dr. Drake said that the health de- 
partment had failed to give receipts 
for 843 packages of antitoxin sent to | 
it. He asserted the fund was nearly 
exhausted. Gov. Lowden also wrote 
to the committee, asserting the state 
has never before been so liberal with 
Chicago as during the last year, and 
supported the director of public health 
in his stand that the ety had all it 
was entitled to. ° 

The committee took no action, but 
referred the correspondence to Dr. 
Robertson, who was not present at the 
meeting. 

‘A saving of $18,000 in the pudeet 
was effected by giving 240 bridge tend- 
ers a two weeks’ vacation without pay. 
Last year they were given an eight 
hour @ay instead of the former twelve 
hour day, and were paid on the basis 
of eleven months a year.

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CONCERNING THE: DOGFISH 

AND HOW TO COOK IT. 
HATD’YAMEAN, how to 
cook it? ifqyires you, we sup- 
pose. Well, in spite of the 
fact that dogfish have always 


| been thrown away and never used for 


food they can be made into a tasty 
dish. We are going to tell you how. 
Prejudices concerning food are pe- 
cullar and are subject to quick and rad- 
ical changes. Not many years ago the 
common tomato was grown only for 
ornamental purposes and the fruit was 
considered poisonous. There. aré men 
still living who can remember when 
the sturgeon was as despised as the 
dogfish is now. Today sturgeon is a 
delicacy retailing in Chicago at 175 
cents a pound. 

The dogfish is one of the oldest fin 
wearérs and the newest of food fishes. 
He is a survivor of the ganoid family, 
a race that swarmed in the waters of 
the geological era known as the meso- 
zoic. During this period the Gulf of 
Mexico extended north to the present 
site of Cairo, Il., which even the oldest 
inhabitants of that town will admit was 
some right smart spell back. The 
ganoids disappeared ages ago from 


[european waters, but in America they 
have more than held their own. In 
other words, they have survived all the 
upheavals and convulsions of nature. 
Mighty races of formidable animal life 
have sprung up, perhaps dominated 
awhile, and then disappeared, but the 
dogfish is still doing business at the old 
stand. The age of the cave man is but 
yesterday compared with the time 
when the dogfish first entered the 
etruggie for existence.

The dogfish is blessed with a multi- 
tude of names, such as bowfin, mud- 
fish, John A. Grindle, marshfish, wil- 
low pike, blackfish, As with most wild- 
lings with many names he is widely 
distributed, being found on the Atlantic 
seaboard from New York to Fiocrida, 
in the great lakes region and in the 
Mississippi valley trom Minnesota to 
Louisiana. Those who blame mudern 
feminism for neglecting family cares 
st.ould consider the dogfish, one of our 
oldest citizens. The male does the nest 
building and the rearing of the young, 
while the Missus gads. Perhaps this 
is due to the fact that the males are 
always smaller than the females of 
the species.

We have tried fried dogfish and hon- 
esty compels us to say that it is noth- 
ing to enthuse over; broiled it is equal 
to our old friend “ Spots,” the so-called 
pickerel. The flesh of the dogfish is 
soft, due partly, we suppose, to his 
love of warm, shallow water. Also it 
contains so much moisture that it 
should not be boiled. The seft, moist 
however, makes 
it ideal for smoking, and smoked dog- 
fish is said to be equal to smoked stur- 
geon. Here is the smoking recipe rec- | 
ommended by the United States gov- 
ernment: 

The fish is scrubbed lightly with an 
ordinary scrub brush to remove slime 
and dirt, but the scales are left on. 
The head is severed, a slit made along 
the belly through the vent, and the 
viscera removed.

Shave also an onion. Put both in a 
deep bowl, pour boiling water over the 
cabbage to cover and immediately 
drain in a colander. Then drop into a 
bowl of cold water in which there is a 
piece of ice and let crisp for one hour 

When a cabbage is young and swect 
this preparation is not as worth while 
as when it is old, but for that gentle 
and indescribable flavoring with onion, 
unnoticeable as onion flavor, this is 
necessary. If to taste, a little sugar 
may be sprinkled over it before adding 
the dressing. Serve with a cream 
dressing or a thinned mayonnaise.

THE UNITED STATES—A NATION, 
Hatred of German imperialism has been distorted 
into fear of nationalism, People wha hate the 
mailed fist blame the nationalistic spirit put 
it on. A distortion of nationalism in « case has 
produced a distortion of thought in the other, 

The German spirit which looked with greedy 
eyes at Paris in 1914 is not the inevitable spirit of 
intense nationalism. It is one which may be found 
when great forces have worked in @ nation or upon 
it. Byen if that were the price which the world 
would have to pay for nationalism it would not 
negative the value of nationalism. 

What is properly feared and abhorred in German 
nationalism is its relentless imperialism, its policy 
of aggression against other nations, its determina- 
tion to take from them what they have, to crowd 
them to the wall, subordinate and dominate them. 

German nationalism wanted to walk the surface 
of the earth in Roman purple, to hear the rumble 
of its chariots in distant cities and see the strings 
of captives in its capital, The world hates such 
ambigjons. It is tolerant of ideas ef conquest when 
they are projected against black or yellow people, 
but it eries out in horror when they are turned 
against white people. But opposition to imperial- 
isin must not, in this nation, be converted into op- 
position to nationalism. — 

The United States has no imperialistic tend- 
encies. It is uneasy in the possession of such eale- 
nies and far away posts as it has. The thought 
that it holds people who do not have self-govern- 
ment-—they not being fit for self-government—dis- 
treases the American conscience. . 

In such a nation as the United States the nation- 
elistie tendencies may be developed for prefit and 
beauty withoyt turning the nation fram courses of 
justice and equity. Because the United States is 
not a thorqughly integrated nation, because it is 


types and converting them into one, because it is 
easily tempted by humanitarian ideas, it is particu- 
larly exposed to subversive propaganda. — ! 

Qut ef our political idealism, our cenceptions of

This is ao offensive to the nm sense and 
1 caution of ordinary mortals that it chal- 
lenges an explanation. The man in a horse trade 
who should refuse the caution of his own agent 
and blindly accept the assurance of the man whose 
interest lay in selling the horse would be counted 
feeble minded. How is it that Mr. Baker can 
blandly eonfess to such folly a high affair of 
state? < 
Two inferences present themseives. The first is 
that the administration cherishes a doctrine of in-' 
fallibijity in mundane affairs: Having come to 
the conclusion tHat Germany dared not defy the 
lightnings of our disapproval, {t took that coriclu- 
sion to be final, The second inference is that, 
being confronted by two possibilities, the possibil- 
ity that Germany was sincere and the possibility 
that Mr. Gerard was well informed, it resdéived 
to act upon the pleasanter hypothesis. 
As te the existence of an official doctrine of 
infallibility we admit ite plausibility, yet incline 
to the second explanation. A history of Mr. Wil- 
son's action in foreign relations would show a con- 
sistent practice of resolving ajl doubts in favor 
of the inference of peace. From the beginning he 
has opposed preparation for-war, evidently because 
he disapproves of war. Mr. Baker, though secre- 
tary of war, refused’to prepare for war probably 
on the same principle. In repeated instances where 
the alternative of war or peace offered, the practice 
has invariably been to act as if the outcome could 
never be war. Under the influence of this reason- 
ing we moved through three years of encompassing 
peril into war itself without preparation of mind 
or material. 
The unwisdom of this course, so far as we 
judge from the unshaken complacency of Mr ‘t- 
son and Mr. Baker, has not come home to the 
present guardians of the American destiny. We

It is, “ Servata 
fides cinera™ (Faith kept with his ashes). It seems 
that the first Lord Harrowby was the son of Sir Dud- 
ley Ryder, lord chief justice of the realm. A patent 
raising Sir Dudley to the peerage was signed on the 
very day that he died, and therefore it remained un- 
executed. It was not un- 
til twenty years later 
that his eldest son was 
created Lord Harrowby, - 
the peerage being consid- 
ered by the grantee az 
the fulfillment of the 
promise made by the 
crown to his father, the 
lord chief justice, two 
decades previously, That 
is why ‘he adopted the 
motto, “ Faith kept with 


ing those of his parent. 

Sir, Dudley, the lords 
chief justice in question, 
was an entirely self-made man, and his earliest 
activities were behind the counter of hig father’s 
little draper shop in Londdoh, in the purlieus of the 
Smithfield cattle market. The old shopkeeper was 
a Puritan of the most dour variety, and had been 
pastor of a nonconformist chapel until deprived of 
his pulpit by the act of uniformity. Yet his great- 
grandson, the first Earl of Harrowby, was the prin- 
cipal champion of the Roman Catholic emancipation 
act, at the beginning of the nineteenth century. 

The present Lord Harrowby is King George's banker. 
For, like his father before him, he is the chief partner 
of the great London banking firm of Coutts & Co., 
where George V. and every one of his predecessors 
on the throne since Queen Anne have kept their pri- 
vate banking account. Lord Harrowby is also presi- 
dent of the National Institute of Bankers, has his 
principal country seat at Sandon hall, in Stafford- 
shire, a grand old Jacobean mansion, whieh has been 
in the possession of his family since the time of the 
American war of independence, and is married to a 
sister of Lora Hambledon.

Savers, How About 
Those Blizzards? 


By John DeLong. : 


T’S not only an ill wind but an iD 
snowstorm as well that blows no- 
body good: In this case the re- 
cent Diizgards that covered the 
ground severa! feet deep with snow 
and tied up traffic for several days 
were the means of conserving millions 
of gallons of gasoline. Hundreds of 
thousands of cars: were storm bound 
in their garages and the amount of 
fuel thus saved ran into amazing fig- 
ures. 

In the seven states surrounding Chi- 
cago—Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Indiana, Michigan, and Ohio— 
approximately 1,700,000 machines are 
registered. It seems reasonable to ésti- 
mate that of this number perhaps 600.- 
000 were operated more or less during 
the storm bound period, leaving 1,200,- 
000 that were laid up. Supposing that 
these cars if operated would have aver- 
aged fifteen miles per day, they would 
have traveled a total distance df 15,- 
000,000 miles. If they had averaged 
twelve miles to the gallon, 1,500,000 
gallons of gasoline would have been 
consumed, which, at an average cost
